"Shut
the windows!" "Open the windows!
All the papers say to let the air In!"

all the rules gov-
erning the Inmates of the

prison were either abrogated or mate-
rially modified by him. Ills action was
taken upon petitions emanating from
the governing body of tho Golden
Jtule Brotherhood of the prison,
an organization created by tho in-

mates during the tenure of ofllee of
Warden Thomas .1. McCormlck and,
after being successfully developed by
Warden Osborne, changed to the home
branch of the Mutual Welfare League,
an organization that Is to be found In
many of the State prisons and reform-
atories of the United States.

For some time prior to Mr. McCor-mlck- 's

acceptance of tho position of
agent and warden of Nlng clue that
Institution had been In a sl.fte of
chaos. Thrro had been strikes, fires,
riota and escapes and ererytlatg was
In a demoralized condition. The out-D..- 1

f tho industrial departnyyjt had
shown n marked decreaso instead of
tho increase that could have been very
reasonably expected under efficient
and businesslike management.

This state of cIihos and demoraliza-
tion was dun chiefly to thn fact that
Mr. McCormlck'a Immediate predeces
sor hail deemed It expedient, hh a
means of discipline, to subject the
prisoner to treatment which itnlmnted
him with n desire to retaliate and with
a natural Inclination to take mh little
Interest In bin work for the State as

In the night stillness one may wake
at any hour and hear them. Rrrr!
(louder) Rrrrrrl Looking out the
window, you may see a tiny fan
shaped white light slip mysteriously
across the blackness.

Ah, bo sure we listen, waking In
night watches. We know well the
other sounds of Crack! Crack!
Tnggg! Tnggg! (long dlstnnce quick
flrer and cannon of io) and then
Bmmm! hmmm! (from Mont Vale-
rlen). A Zeppelin has got through!
The searchlights sweep. All Paris at
tho window or tho cellar statrwayl

Conditions In Sing Sing changed Im-

mediately. A spirit of harmony at
onco prevailed nnd tho output of
tho Industries Increased remarkably.
There, were practlcully no more pun-
ishments, for there was no need of
any.

The Inmates organized the Golden
Utile Brotherhood with tho purpose In
view of aiding the wnrden In his ex-

periment, for It wns then only an ex-
periment. Warden McCormlck's ex-

periment wns made a success.
A few weeks after Warden McCor-

mlck left Thomas Mott Osborne took
up wiu Horn ai mux nuiK. nuuri t

while later a committee of the Golden
Hulo Brotherhood petitioned him to !

abrogate or modify certain of the
rules regulating the discipline of the
Institution which were then effective.
Thirteen out of fifteen of these re-
quests were granted. As a result the
Inmate Is now In a position to keep In
touch with his friends and with the
outside world and can give proper at-

tention to matters which require ad-
justment.

Warden Osborne Inaugurated eve-nln- g

schools where architecture, short-;han- d,

bookkeeping, languages- - and
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other subjects are studied nnd
taught by the Inmates. Hvenlng en- -
tertnlnmontH ntul lectures nro dellv- -

ered In tho chnpol, and tho output of
tho Industrial department has shown
a further mnrked Increase, this being
i specially due to tho nppolnttncnt by
Warden Osborne of a man who hns a
national reputation nsalal)or organ-
izer nnd whin knows how to handle the
men In prison as they should bu han-
dled; that Is, llkehumun beluga, This
man has made the office of superin-
tendent ot Industries a really valu-
able; ono to the State.

Warden Osborne hns nlso permitted
some 200 Inmates to spend their eve-
nings and Sundays in the school rooms
knitting socks, scarfs, &c for tho sol-

diers at war In Europe, and not tho
least nsslduous knitter Is Warden
Osborne.

The reforms Introduced in Sing Sing
by Wnrden Osborne havo not en-

croached on the freedom of tho offi-

cers. They have received as much
consideration as tho prlwmers In tho
mntter of reform, for they, too, rcqulro
better conditions. With this end In
view Wnrden Osborne Introduced the
three platoon system of labor for the
prison olllccrs nnd it is now In opera-
tion In Sing Sing, the officers thero

rendering only eight hours ser-
